to  n  test  recently  made  by  the  State 
Board  of  Ilenlth  at  Jefferson  City.  A 
result  of  the  test  was  sent  to  Dr.  Green 
after  ho  had  submitted  a  sample  to 
tho  State  Board  for  analysis.  The  an¬ 
alysis  showed  2  B.  Coll  per  100  cubic 
centimeters,  which  is  the  standard  for 
safe  drinking  water.

Then  her  study 
of  dancing  began  in  earnest.  For  four 
years,  up  until  February,  1018,  she 
worked  constantly  nml  unremittingly  to 
perfect  herself  in  tlie  art,  under  the 
direction  of  nu  European  ballet'  mis¬ 
tress.  That  her  time  during  those  four 
years  was  more  than  amply  filled  is 
evidenced  by  a  recital  of  a. few  of  her 
activities.
